hy eomeone with Httle knowledge: 
of English: At the same time. it 
is ‘tlear that the Union is suggest- 
ing that the Chinese crewe might, 
he able to help in the euppreasion 
of piratical attempts ona ship 3 
‘they were given some - guarantee 
that they ‘Would be adequatt!y cared 
dor in case of ‘injury. The Union 
asks whether the seamen. would 
obtain medical treatment if wound- 
ed when. endeavouring to arrest 
pirates and’ ‘whether compensation 
would -be paid if they ‘were. dis- 
abled or died from their wounds. 

_ THe Union points out that 

Tt is a great daager. to both 
the proprietor und the .crew. io 
ease a piracy occurs, and on no 
occasion should the. latter fold up 
their hands and do nothing.”’ 

" That.1s a statement of the. posi- 
thon with’ which we. think all ship-, 
owners- would very cordially agree. 
‘The next paragraph is equally 
vadmirable although a little more 
involved. 

“In ithe interests of 
parties,” the letter continues, 
“we beg to submit that the num- 
ber of seamen on board a‘ veseel 
is by no means not great and 
that if they unite themeelves ‘and 
work valiantly it is not. unlikely 
that a piracy can. ve put. of 
“easily, 
and safety restored.” 


Having made the above extracts

eae the letter we publish it, in 


full, below with slight changes in 


the text in order. to show clearly

premises, and of green duty labels 
supplied to him by the Imports |: 
and Exports Office. , 

Mr..d.-D. Lloyd of the I. o E. 
Office prosecuted, ond Mr. F. 
Loseby who-appeared on behalf at 
the defendant, entered -a plea-o! 
“not guilty’ on the first charge, 
but admitted the third charge. As 
regards the second charge he -ad- 
mitted that the wines had left the 
premises, but would not admit that 
the green’ labels of the jars were 
eld, labels which had been’ used 
before. Mr. Loseby remarked that 
the question at issue was whether 
the green labels affixed to the 20 
jara were unbroken and intact. — 

‘Nr, Lloyd. said that the second 
charge was an. alternative charge 
to the first, arid asked his Worship 
“not to convict on both charges. 

“The Labels Examined, 
Mr..H."A. Taylor, of the I. & E. 
Office gave: evidence to the effect 
he stopped the junk at Shaukiwan,
